“POULTRY  AND  POULTRY 
PRODUCTS  ACT” 

NOTICE  is  hereby  given  that,  under  the  provi¬ 
sions  of  the  “  Poultry  and  Poultry  Products  Act,” 
chapter  258  of  the  “  Revised  Statutes  of  British 
Columbia,  1948,”  Part  III  of  the  Hatchery  Ap¬ 
proval  Regulations,  made  by  Order  in  Council  No. 
1927,  dated  August  17th,  1946,  be  amended  by 
striking  out  subregulation  (7),  Part  III,  Flock 
Approval  Policy,  and  substituting  the  following  in 
lieu  thereof:— 

“(7)  (a)  All  domestic  birds,  with  the  exception 
of  waterfowl,  on  poultry  plants  on  which  the  entire 
flock  or  a  portion  thereof  is  submitted  for  approval 
shall,  when  sufficiently  matured,  be  tested  annually 
for  pullorum  disease  in  a  manner  and  with  antigens 
and  by  an  agency  designated  and  approved  by  the 
Minister. 

“(ft)  Any  approved-flock  entrant  undertaking 
unofficial  pullorum  testing  shall  report  the  date  and 
result  of  each  test  to  the  official  testing  agency. 

“(c)  A  fee  of  three  cents  for  each  bird  tested 
shall  be  paid  to  the  Inspector,  or  to  the  office  of  the 
Poultry  Commissioner,  by  the  flock-owner  or  his 
agent.”

We  have  gone  over  the  proposed  scheme  of  pro¬ 
tection  against  storm  erosion  for  the  water  front 
lots  of  Crescent,  B.C.,  and  of  protection  against 
flooding  for  the  lower  lots,  also  in  Crescent. 

The  scheme  is  to  erect  24  groynes  along  the 
water  front,  and  where  erosion  is  bad  to  reinforce 
them  with  a  sea  wall,  backed  on  the  land  side  with 
clay  and  gravel  fill.  It  also  includes  the  reconstruc¬ 
tion  of  existing  dyke  as  shown  on  plan  to  a  width 
of  12  feet  on  top,  the  installation  of  new  30  inch 
creosoted  flood  box  with  Calco  gate,  the  demolition 
of  existing  concrete  flood  box  and  the  cleaning  of 
drainage  ditches  from  flood  box  to  McBride  and 
Sullivan  Streets. 

The  life  of  the  groynes,  sea  wall  and  flood  box 
with  proper  maintenance  should  be  15  years.  The 
life  of  the  dyke,  also  with  proper  maintenance, 
should  be  25  years. 


We  think  that  the  scheme  is  feasible  and  that  it 
is  necessary  for  the  protection  of  the  lands  in 
Crescent.

By-law  No.  575 


A  By-law  for  the  Widening  of  Henry  Road,  a 
Public  Highway  within  the  Municipality  of 
North  Cowichan,  and  for  Such  Purpose  to 
Expropriate  Real  Property  of  Parts  of  Section 
13  in  Range  5,  Lots  1,  3,  and  4,  Plan  4722, 
and  Lot  1,  Plan  5724,  Chemainus  District. 

The  Municipal  Council  of  The  Corporation  of 
the  District  of  North  Cowichan  enacts  as  follows: — 

1.  For  the  purpose  of  widening  Henry  Road, 
the  parcels  of  real  property  adjacent  thereto  as 
shown  outlined  in  red  and  marked  “A,”  “  B,”  “  C,” 
“  D,”  “  E,”  “  F,”  and  “  G”  on  a  plan  of  survey 
thereof  on  file  at  the  Municipal  Office,  which  survey 
was  completed  on  the  13th  day  of  December,  1955, 
by  Bernard  White,  of  Duncan,  B.C.,  British  Colum¬ 
bia  land  surveyor,  are  hereby  expropriated,  and 
shall  be  entered  upon,  taken,  and  used  by  The  Cor¬ 
poration  of  the  District  of  North  Cowichan  for  the 
purpose  aforesaid  upon  this  by-law  taking  effect 
pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  section  58  (242)  of 
the  “  Municipal  Act,”  being  chapter  232,  R.S.B.C. 
1948. 

2.  The  expropriation  hereby  made  is  in  aid  of 
the  widening  and  improvement  of  the  said  public 
highway,  and  any  compensation  and  damages  pay¬ 
able  in  respect  thereof  and  otherwise  consequent 
upon  the  passing  of  the  by-law  shall  be  chargeable 
to  and  payable  out  of  the  general  funds  of  The 
Corporation  of  the  District  of  North  Cowichan. 

3.  Any  real  property  injuriously  affected  by  the 
carrying-out  of  the  work  of  widening  and  improv¬ 
ing  the  aforementioned  parts  of  Henry  Road  and 
the  expropriation  therefor  may  be  entered  upon 
by  the  workmen  and  employees  of  The  Corpora¬ 
tion  of  the  District  of  North  Cowichan,  or  by  any 
contractor  or  by  any  contractors  employed  by  The 
Corporation  of  the  District  of  North  Cowichan  to 
carry  out  the  works,  and  they  are  hereby  authorized 
so  to  enter  in  order  to  execute  any  works  of  con¬ 
struction,  maintenance,  or  repair  in  mitigation  of 
injury  done  or  apprehended,  or  in  mitigation  of 
compensation  claimable  by  reason  of  or  through 
the  carrying-out  of  the  works  authorized. 

4.  This  by-law  may  be  cited  as  the  “  Henry 
Road  Expropriation  By-law,  1956.”
